_ DAN BURNS RESIGNS, 


‘BUDD WILL HAVE NO CHANCE 
OFF 


Francisco. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 5.—(Speciai 
Dispatch.) A Sacraniento special says 
that Col. Dan Burns played a polit- 
ical card, today, and the gossips of all 
parties are talking as they have not 
talked in months. He resigned as po- 
lice. commissioner of San Francisco 
and Mose Gunst was chosen his suc- 
cessor. Gov. Markham’s act in ap 
pointing Gunst is almost the last offi- 
cial duty of his administration and, 
for the moment, every other political 
topic is overshadowed in the discus 
sion of the affair. Burns did not give 
the slightest intimation of his purpose 
to resign, even to his closest friends. 
At 4-o’clock he entered the private 
office of the governor and, a few min- 
utes later, the street was excited by 
the announcement of his resignation 
and the appointment of Gunst. 

Burns said tonight: Private busi- 
“ness demanded my resignation. It 
wus at my suggestion that Gov. Mark- 
ham appointed Gunst to the commis- 
sion. I have known Gunst for many 

ears and consider he is well qualified 
or the place.“ 

The appointment is absolute. It 
needs no confirmation by the Senate. 
Although an effort is made to rob it 
of political significance, it is the most 
important topicin the hotels tonight. 
The organization of the Legislature 
has been forgotten. Democrats de- 
clare that Budd's advisers will be 
more than ever persistent In their en- 
deavors to re-establish a semblance of 
political equilibrium in the Police 
Commission. They claim that Budd 
will test the matter very soon after 
his inauguration by removing Gunst 
and forcing him to seek redress in the 
courts. The Republicans assert that 
no such steps will be taken and that 
Gunst will hold. 

It was an open secret that Budd's 
first act would have been to lop off the 
head of Burns, hence his resignation. 
Mose Gunst is a rich San Francisco 
cigar-dealer whose Kearney-strect 
store Was a great resort of sports and 
men about town when prize-fighting 
was a fad in Frisco. Gunst was al- 
ways a prominent attendant and is 
reputed to have made large sums 
backing successful pugilists. He is 
also said to be a lucky gambler at — 
race-track. His appointment created 
great surprise here.

Capt. Giessler Again in Search of 


Buccaneer Morgan’s Bur- 
ied’ Wealth. 


The Daring Navigator Secures a 
Concession from Rica to 
' Colonize the Spot—A Haz- 
ardous Experiment. 


SAN FRAN CISCO, Jan. 5.—(Special Dis- 


patch.) Capt. Giessler, the daring navi- 


_gator, who traversed many thousands of 


miles on the Pacific in a little sloop, has 


again turned up in the role of a treasure- 
hunter. With a small party of Germans 


he left Panama a. month ago, on the 


steamer Costa Rica, for Cocos Island, 
where the famous treasure of Pirate“ 
Morgan is supposed to have been buried 
for twenty-five years. 

Several expeditions have been fitted out 
from-this Coast, in quest of the treasure, 
but for nerve the voyage of Capt. Giessler 


is without precedent. With a crew of two 


he made the trip from San Francisco to 
Cocos Island. He spent some time ashore, 


but oné man died, and Giessler put out 
for Costa Rica. Arriving there, he se- 


cured a concession from the President to 
colonize the island. The colonizing party 
consists of eleven people. They left New 
York, November 30. The party will re- 
main on Cocos Island for about gix months. 
The Costa Rica made a special trip to 
the island, and will return for the adven- 
turers in the summer. Giessler carried 
away about forty tons of provisions and 


supplies, and the party is going to make 


a thorough search of the island. | 

Giessler first came to the Coast ten or 
twelve years ago, and on the voyage put 
into Panama for water. While there he 
met an old Spanish woman, who claimed 
that Morgan was an ancestor, and she 
told him of the buried treasure, described 
the island and gave the captain a chart, 
showing the exact location of the hidden 
booty. About two years ago, he chartered 
the sloop Halcyon and started off from 
Stockton. He was nearly wrecked in the 
Gulf of Californie, but finally reached his 
destination, where he remained until his 
stores gave out, and one of the crew

The Austrian Minister also shows that 
the assessment of a bounty upon sugar 
produced in Austria is not the act of the 
imperial government, but is entirely a 
provincial affair and so corresponds to the 
independent action of any of our States. 
Inasmuch as the bounty system of Austria 
differs from Germany, it was contended 
that the same construction which put the 
differential tariff on German sugar did not 
apply to Austrian sugar. But when this 
question came formally before Secretary 
Carlisle upon an inquiry from the Col- 
lector of Customs at Baltimore the Secre- 
tary disposed of the contention in the fol- 
lowing words, in a letter dated August 31 
last: 

„The department is in receipt of your let- 
ter of the 18th inst., in which you re- 
quest to be informed that the former 
countries grant direct or indirect bounty 
on sugar. In reply, I have to state that 
Germany and Austria-Hungary grant by 
law direct bounties on sugar, and that un- 
der the operations of the law of France, 
Belgium, nmark and the Netherlands, 
providing for remission of the internal 
revenue taxes on beets used in the produc- 
tion of exported sugar, indirect bounties | 
may apparently be earned by the export- 
ers 


This letter not only disposed of Ger- 
many and Austria, but held subject to addi- 
tional taxes, sugars coming from four other 
European countries. It may be more than 


a coincidence that each of these four coun- |

The whole 
situation is made more grave by the be- 
lief, which.is entertained by the adminis- 
tration, that it is well-nigh hopeless to ap- 
peal to Congress for aid.

A HALF-BREED'S CRIME. 


Heinrick Zechow sw Thought to Have 
Been Murdered. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Servica. 
VANCOUVER (B. C. Jan. 5.—The 
theory that Heinrick Zechow, the Seattle 
man whose body was found under a 
wharf in Westminster on New Year's eve, 
was murdered is strengthened by informa- 
tion obtained by the police. Jacob Zechow, 
an uncle of the dead man, left Germany 
in 1854, coming to the United States. He 
first settled in California, thence remov- 
ing to Washington, making his home at 
Port Orchard. Being industrious he ac- 
quired considerable wealth, which con- 
sisted chiefly of lands. He took an Indian 
woman to live.with him and when he died 
in 1877, he left a son by her; who was 
then 17 years of age. Zechow, commonly 
called Sigo, left no will and his estate 
was settled by trustees. The estate at 
‘that time consisted of seventy acres within 
the present city limits of Seattle, besides 
— property, all of which went to his

EMBEZZLED D U. S. FUNDS. 


A Postmaster Locked Up at the 
County Jail. 


Late Friday night Deputy United States 
„Marshal Goodrich brought in a prisoner 
from the North and booked him at the 
County Jail, charged wit embezzling 
United States funds. The man was Judge 
E. E. Calhoun, who was yoy master at the 
little mountain village Hidreth in 
Fresno county, forty miles by stage from 
Madera, Madera county, which town is 
reached by the Southern Pacific Railway. 

Calhoun was a highly respected citizen 
of some local prominence, and his arrest 
by the United States Marshal was a 
great surprise to his friends, who sup- 
posed him thoroughly honest and above 
reproach. 

But the postmaster haa gone as others 


a ‘“‘misappropriation”’ of the funds received 
for sales of stamps at his office. 

This he carried along in his monthly and 
quarterly postal accounts until it became 
noticeable to the Auditor of the Treasury 
for the Postoffice Department at Washing- 
ton. An investigation by a division in- 
spector ended the story and Calhoun is in 
the County Jail’s United States cell. 

He has made no statement since his ar- 
rival, and the exact amount of e de- 
falcation will not be known wntil the 
postoffice inspectors report their findings 
to the auditor; but, as Hildreth is a small, 
fourth-class office, the loss cannot be 
much, as fourth-class offices are allowed 
no reserve and their stamp sales do not 
réach into the hundreds in months.

Indeed, the gefieral financial condi- 
tion of the country affects Los Angeles 
more than it does many other cities, for 
the reason that this city draws so much 
capital and so many people from éast of 
the mountains. There are thousands of 
people today in the Eastern States who 
have fully made up their minds to come 
out to Southern California just as soon as 
they can wind up their affairs at home, 
but as long.as business continues in such 
a condition throughout the country it is 
impossible for them to do 80, except at 
a ruinous sacrifice.

voRR, Jan. 5.—Outgolng steamers 
today will take to Europe a total of 33,350, 
000 in American gold coin. To meet this 
shipment, $2,300,000 in gold was withdrawn 
today from the subtreasury, and calcula- 
tions were that the gold reserve of free 
coin was down to about $81,000,000, or a 
drop of $30,000,000 since the treasury was.

The Ontario Bank-robbers 
not: Yet Captured, 


Mr. Stamm Says the Men Under Ar- 
rest are not the Right 
ones. 


The Highwaymen Believed to be in 
the Rincon Country—Their Horse 
5 and Buggy Found and 
| Identified. 


Steadman and Conway, the two men ar- 
roested for the Ontario bank robbery, were 
cleared of that charge yesterday morning, 
but are held on other charges, and the 
officers will now have to go on a fresh 

search. 

Fred B. Stamm, the cashier of the bank, 
who was held up and beaten, and locked 
in his own vault by the fellows, come over 
from Ontario by the early train yesterday, 
and, after looking over the prisoners care- 
fully, he pronounced them not the men 

who did the robbery. While they closely 
resembled the men he saw, there were sev- 
eral very distinct differences. 

Mr. Stamm left on the next train for 
Riverside to identify two strangers arrested 
there on suspicion, The dispatch stated 

that the men were dressed and armed as 

hunters, and were acting in a suspicious 
manner. 

Ed Steadman, the taller of the suspects, 
acknowledged to Chief Glass yesterday 
after Mr. Stamm’s visit, that he “owed” 
five years at San Quentin penitentiary and 
seven years at Joliet, III., penitentiary. 
He escaped from the former about five 
years ago, and from the latter last Septem- 
ber. Both men denied connection with the 
Ontario affair, and protested that it was 
time wasted to try to fasten it onto them. 

Conway is known to have been connected 
with several robberies here in the city, 
and some evidence in the form of the 
watches was found on him. The police are, 
looking up his record. : 

MR. STAMM’S STATEMENT. — 

Fred B. Stamm, the cashier and secre-. 
tary of the bank, in giving details regard- 
ing the consummation of the robbery to 
Chief Glass,at the Police Station stated 
that though several thousands of dollars 
in silver were in the cases atid on the 
desks no attempt was made to take them. 
The sum sectired amounted to $4875, all ot 
which was either in gold or notes. At the 
moment the robbers entered the bank Mr. 
Stamm was engaged at work on. the ledger 
and upon lifting his head to attend to the 

supposed customers he was confronted by 

a revolver held in the hand of the robber 

who ordered him to throw up_ his hands. 

Before he had time to comply with the. 

demand he was struck down by the 

smaller of the two men, who wielded a 

sandbag with considerable force. While 

there is no abrasion of the scalp where 
the blow struck, a large lump has devel- 
oped and the wonder is that no greater. 
damage was done. While he lay stunned 
on the floor the robbers entered the vault 
and abstracted what gold and currency 
they could find. Recovering consciousness 
he attempted to rise when one of the men 
forced him into the vault, closéd the door

if Going this R. P. Sibley, a customer 

of the bank, entered the doors and was at 
once set upon by the two men, who beat 
him on the head with their pistols. His 
hands being involuntarily raised to his 
head to protect himself, also suffered in- 
jury, being badly cut, and his present con- 
dition is precarious. 

It was fully twenty minutes before Mr. 
Sibley recovered sufficiently to be able 

to give the alarm, and then Mr, Stamm 
was released from his imprisonment in 
the vault, he shouting at the top of his 
voice the combination to Mr. Sibley 
through the massive iron door. Naturally | 
he was much exhausted when released, both 
from the attack made upon his person and

In describing the two men concerned in 
the most daring robbery, Mr. Stamm de- 
scribed the larger one as being about 6 
foet 11 inches in height, having very dark 
hair, eyes and mustache, with about three 
weeks’ growth of beard of the same dark 
hue. The clothes he and his companion 

~ ‘wore were dark in color and a dark slpuch 
hat completed in each case their attire. 

The shorter afd smaller-bullt man, Mr. 
Stamm estimated, would weigh from 150 
to 160 pounds. He had light, reddish 
hair. with a small moustache of the same 
color. In height he was about 5 feet 7 
inches; his face rather thin, but his shoul- 
ders were broad and heavy. 

Numerous reports have come to the 
Sheriff and Chief of Police of arrests from 
all over Southern California. Riverside, 
Olive, Rincon and Pomona claimed to have 
the two robbers in custody, but so far 
no one ig sure. Another report told of 
their having been seen near Santa Ana. 
The stirring-up of the officers of the law

“the parties wanted. Several are positive 
they saw the robbers around towg two or 
‘three days before the final coup. Barber 
Kline says he saw them sitting on the 
“steps, just south of the bank entrance, 
Thursday noon. They avoided his scrutiny 
and dropped their faces into their hands. 
Mrs. Robertson says they came into her 
bakery and demanded all she could give 
them to eat for 10 cents, for that was all 
the money they had. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
constables passed the bank robbers in 
1ae Rincon Hillis. A Mexican saw a rig 
turn into a small canyon, between Rin- 
eon and South Riverside, driving at a gal- 
lop, and saw the posse a mile behind. 
The posse lost the trail and kept on south. 
The buggy was found near where the Mex- 
ican saw it leave the road. The horse 
was found near Olive. The Ontario con- 
stables and deputies are all back. They 
came in for fresh horses and bloodhounds, 
Late advices are that the robbers are 
afoot in the hills. 

Apropos of the robbery, the speed with 
which George Stamm, brother of the un- 
fortunate cashier, was sent for and arrived 
on the scene of action, is worthy of note.

IN THE RINCON COUNTRY. 

| Robbers Found. 
RIVERSIDE, Jan. 5.—({(Special Dispatch.) 
The two men who robbed the State Bank 
at Ontario passed south through this 
county yesterday afternoon. They were at 
Mr. Taylor’s ranch between 2 and 3 o' clock, 
and later the horse and buggy were found 
across the river from Rincon, the horse un- | 
hitched and turned loose. . The liveryman 
from whom the buggy was hired at Po- 
mona went down and identified the horse 


and buggy as his property. This morning 
Constable Roberts and another officer 
started off from South Riverside in a two- 
horse rig for the purpose of scouring the 
hills in that part of the country. This re- 
gion has numerous herders’ huts scattered 
about among the hills, which afford con- 
venient biding places. The officers did not 
proceed very far, however, for in crossing 
a swollen stream near Rincon the vehicle 
was overturned and thé horse and rig car- 
nied own the raging torrent, the two men 
reaching the shore with difficulty. The 
horse and rig ledged against the posts of 
the railroad bridge, and were got out of 
the stream, but not until one was drowned 
and the other nearly drowned. The men 
lost their Wisehester rifles and other be- 
longings in the stream. 

Although some think that the men are 
in hiding in the hills there, more are of 
the opinion that they boarded a south- 
pound train at Rincon or Yorba last even- 
img, and are now across the border in 
Lower California. The conductor of the 
train has not yet been seen. 

Later in the day Mr. Stamm went up the 
road. In regard to the two men who were 
place under surveillance Friday night, 
it speedily developed that they were not 
those wanted. One of the men who deft 
their buggy at South Riverside, and who 
were armed with Winchesters and revolv- 
ers, is George Fengard, a real estate agent, 
and formerly in partnership with a man 
named Nance. The other is F. C. Christie, 
said to be a retired minister. These men 
were in Pomona when the news of the 
bank robbery was reported, and at once 
started out to assist in tracking the rob- 
bers. Their reticence at Riverside occa- 
sioned the suspicion, but on their ddentifl- 
cation, they were promptly released.

Under the ‘law the | 
city may obtain a copy of the assessmcnis 
of city property as made by the county 
‘from the County Assessor upon payment 
of the amcunt fixed by law as compensa- 
tion for that officer. It has been fre- 
quently remarked that if this was to be 


done à large saving of expense to the 


city would be effected, for the city would 
not have to pay the salaries of the depu- 
ties employed under the present system to 
canvass ihe city and make the assessment. 
At first sight it Would appear that the city 
would be saved a big expense by taking 
the assessment from the books of the 
County Assessor. Upon more cereful in- 
vestigation, howevei, it appears that the 
net saving would be very little, if any. 
With the assessments made by the city 
as they have been for the past teveral 
years the cost for ceputivs for the City As- 
sessor is about $5400 per vear, and the cost 
of maintaining the City Assessor’s maps 
is under rather than over $400, making 
an aggregate expense of $5800 that would 
be saved by getting tho assessment roll 
from the County Assessor. 
There is, however, another side to the 
question. The law allows the County As- 
sessor 12% cents per e lio for farnishing 
the city a copy. A folio is 100 words and 
every separate word is a name, every dol- 
lar sign, every figure and cvery ditto 
mark is counted as one word. The city 
* assessment roll contains eleven books 
with about two hundred pases each. These 
pages will average about five folios to a 
page, which would make in all about 
eleven hundred folios. At the legal rate 
for copying the cost would be $1375. 
Another item which must be taken into 
account is the collection of personal prop- 
erty. The City Assessor is required under 
the charter to make this collection, and 
as the County Assessor does not have his 
books in shape to make the copy for the 
city before July 1, they cannot be used 
to assist in this work. It is necessary that 
deputies from the City Assessor's office 
call at every house in the.city before July 
1 to collect personal property taxes. If 
when this is being done a person called 
on by a deputy states that he has a num- 
ber of pieces of real estate in the city 
which are assessed by the county, the 
deputy is compelled to rely on ihe truth- 
fulness of the person's statement, and 
Cannot collect the tax on personal property 
which he may find in possession of the 
person visited. If the statement of 
that person be true, the personal preperty 
will be assessed on the books of the 


= County Assessor's office and a copy of 


those books will be turned over to the 
city. Such being the case the owner of 
personal property who owns no real es- 
tate may, if he desires, evade taxation on 
‘his personal property without probability 
of detection. 

In order to make this canvass for the 
collection of personal property taxes it 
will cost the city, it is estimated, not less 
than about $2000. 

Another difficulty which will arise if, 
under the present law, the city assessment- 
roll is obtained from the county is in con- 

on with the collection of city taxes. 
The county cannot be compelled to do this, 
and the result is the City Tax-and License 
Collector must do it. Suppose that on 


Arch 1 (the time of assessment) a piece 


of real estate in the city is owned by Mr. 
Jones, who, a few days later, sells it to 
Mr. Smith. The latter, a month afterward, 
conveys the property to Mr. Clark. Some 
time in October Mr. Clark comes into the 
City Tax Collector's office, and says he 
Wants to pay his taxes. The first ques- 
tion is as to whom the property is as- 
sessed. Mr. Clark says he purchased the 
property from Mr. Smith, but who was the 
owner of it on March 1 he does not know. 
In such a case the Tax Collector must 
send a deputy to the County Assessor's 
office to find from whom the land has been 
transferred, as shown by the record_or real 
eState transfers. All this time. Mr. Smith 
must wait before he can pay his taxes, 
and nearly half an hour of a deputy’s time 
is lost in getting the information. In a 
case like the one just outlined, if the City 
Assessor had made the assessment, as is 
done at present, it is only necessary for 
the deputy from the Tax Collector's office 
to step into the City Assessor's office and 
get the desired information. 

It is very frequently the case that in

EFFICIENCY OF NEW SMALL ARMS. 
The English Small Arms Committee has 
tested three rifles—the Lee-Metford, used 
by the British regular troops; the Maenn- 
licher, and the Martini-Henry. The Lee- 
Metford has a 0.203-inch bore, and with it 
a bullet weighing 215 grains is used, sec- 


tional density 0.3346, specific gravity 10.484, 


and a muzzie velocity of 1975 to 2000 foot- 
seconds. The bore of the Maennlicher is 
0.256-inch, with a bullet of 160 grains, 
sectional density 0.3488, specific gravity 
10.404, and a muzzle velocity of 2300 to 
2400 foot-seconds. The Martini-Henry bore 
is 0.450-inch, the weight of the bullet 480 
grains, sectional density 0.3386, specific 
gravity 10.916, and a muzzle velocity of 
1270 to 1300 foot-seconds. Cordite was 
used to supply the energy for the trials, 
and muzzle velocities differing as much 


as 100 foot-seconds are recorded. The 


most difference in this respect if that re- 
corded of the Maennlicher gun, the veloc- 
ities of which fell off very considerably 
during the firing of 1000 rounds, owing 
to the erosion of the barrel.

I found in discussing the earthquake that 
those who had deen longest in Japan 
feared the earthquakes the most. The face 
of one man connected with the legation, 
who had been there for many years, be- 
came as white as chalk when the shock 
occurred, and some of the older Japanese 
were prostrated with terror. Those who 
know what an earthquake is appreciate 
its terrible possibilities, and during the, re- 
mainder of my stay in Japan I trem 
whenever a man walked across a fioo 
over me, thinking that there was going to 
be another earthquake, and wondering 
whether I was to be swallowed up in it. 
This earthquake affected the railroads. It} 
twisted the ralls here and there, and peo- 
ple on the ms said that it sounded as 
though two trains had come into collision. 
It ruined one large tea factory containing 
many girls, who were killed in the debris. 
It was @ curious earthquake in that there 
were only two or three shocks, and in that 
it was confined almost to the vicinity of 
Tokyo. Many of the earthquakes have 
from nineteen to twenty shocks following 
each other, and there is always more than 
one shock. This earthquake caused sev- 
eral big fires, and there is never an earth- 
quake in Japan Whicb does not result in 
more or less conflagration. The houses 
are, you know, nearly all of wood, and coal 
oll is now used very largely for lighting.

ONE MEMBER OF THE SECRET FORCE 
RARELY KNOWS ANOTHER. 

In New York city, every morning of 
the yedr, all the members of the detec- 
tive force, either collect personally in 
Superintendent’ Byrnes’s office, or are 80 
near to him that he can summon any one 
of them before him and direct him to at- 
tend to certain important business. 

But in Russia it is not arranged in this 
way at all. There is no such thing as 
a daily haling of the police at the 
office of their chief. They are scattered 
all over St. Petersburg at ‘their own 
homes. They are all the time on call,” 
or “on tap.“ as we might say; but it is 
only when a plaln yellow envelope comes 
to them, making an appointment for their 
immediate presence somewhere, that their 
active duties begin. 

It may be that they are directed in 
the inclosed order to call at a certain dis- 
trict station, and get their instructions 
from the pristav, or from some other in- 
ferior officer of the law. Or it may be 
that they are summoned to the house of 
some high official. The most extraordinary 
part of it is that nine-tenths of these se- 
cret police agents do not know who the 
tenth man is or what he is doing. It is 
the policy of the whole system to prevent 
the dissemination of knowledge of their 


individual movements among its employ. 


ees. Panin, the most adroit detective on

Some Nihilist is 
suspected of plotting against the life of 
the Tsar, or some high personage has 
incautiously given rise to the 8 that 
he is un league with the Nihilists, or he 
may really be in league with the Nibil.

Under any. of these cir- 
cumstances, his whereabouts are discov-

HOW THE RUSSIAN POLICE OPERATE. 


Much misapprehension prevails as to the 
exact course pursued in the detection and 
imprisonment of criminals and political 
suspects.

gendarmerie, but where the crintinal is ex- 
ceedingly able and elusive, the matter 
of his discovery and imprisonment is in- 
trusted to the secret police. Photographs 
of him, if possible, are obtained and dis-

THE QUALITY OF RUSSIAN JUSTICE. 
‘There is probably just as much justice 
in Russia as anywhere else, though it is 


not unlikely, from the cumbersome nature

he dogs of fashion in America have 
pretty nearly all of them come to the 
United States by way of Great Britain. 
There are, to be sure, in this country, some 
distinctive breeds that originated on this 
sido of the Atlantic and the dogs of the 
Indian villages are probably indigenous, 
aboriginal. Among the dogs that are 
American, in the sense of first having 
been produced here by a crossing of 
strains till there Was a distinctive type, 
are the Newfoundland, the Chesapeake 
Bay dog, thé Améfican foxhound, the 
American bloodhound and one or two oth- 
ers. The coon dogs are  diétinctively 
American, but I am afraid they cannot 
be said to form a separate type, yet I do 
not insist on this opinion; a reference 
of this question to the members of Con- 
gress representing districts south of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line would probably se- 
cure some valuable and authoritative infor- 
mation on a subject of which the world 
at large is now in entire ignorance. But 
the dog of fashion, the dog that attracts 
great attention at the bench shows, the 
dog that commands high prices, comes 
to us by way of Great Britain and in most- 
instances is practically of British origin. 
Two of the dogs now fetching the highest 
prices and therefore occupying the posi- 
tions of ultra fashion in the canine world. 
are not British, but they are very fash- 
jonable in England, wand had this not 
been, there is little chance that they 
would have found such great favor in this 


country. I allude to the St. Bernard and 


the Russian plfhound. 


THE ST. BERNARD AND HIS HISTORIC 


ANCESTRY. 

Both of. these are distinctively show 
dogs, though under proper conditions, 
each makes a good and trustworthy com- 
panion. But at present they are bred 


and imported mainly for exhibition pur- 


poses and at the bench shows they never 
fail to attract a very large measure of at- 
tention. The romantie history of ‘the St. 
Bernard surrounds him, even in this age, 
when his occupation is gone, with an in- 


terest that will not fail so long as we re- 


member the good mionks of the hospices 
in the Alps and their humane efforts to res- 
cue the cruel snow-belated and bewildered 
travelers who had lost their way. As as- 
sistants in this kindly work of succor the 
St. Bernard dogs performed feats of sa- 
gacity and strength almost too wonderful 
for belief.

H. W. Huntington, master of Marlborough 
kennels of Lawrence, Long Islahd, for 
this description of the Russian wolfhound 
when at his best:

Madame Olga Novikoff will probably go 
down in history as the most prominent 
feminine Russian pena of the pres- 
ent time. It was mainly owing to her 
efforts that a great ropean war was 
avoided in 1878 at a moment when a re- 
currence of the Anglo-Russian conflict 
seemed imminent. 

Among her most intimate English 
friends she has numbered W. E. Glad- 
stone, J. A. Froude and Kinglake, the 
historians, and last, but not least, sturdy 
honest Thomas Carlyle who always had 
for the woman he called the brave Rus-. 
sian leddy,“ a warm affection and esteem. 
She has been equally popular with 
more distinguished members of her own 
sex. Empress Marie, of Russia, the late 
Czar’s grandmother, was exceedingly at- 
tached to Olga Kirief, as she then was, 
and later in England she was a constant 
visitor to George Eliot's famous Sunday 
receptions. 

HER GENTLE BIRTH.

She 
is ardently loyal to the Emperor and Im- 
perial family, and always declares both 
in public and private that the great mass 
of her fellow-countrymen and women are 
satisfied with their lot and the present 
form of Russian government.

‘PORK CAKE. 
From a Special Contributor. } 
It is not quite an elegant name for a 
cake, but as no one is required to adhere 
strictly to truth, the word pork“ can be 
dropped, and fruit“ substituted, which 
seems to be the case as far as ‘its palata- 
bleness is concerned. No milk, eggs or 
butter are required, and, as the average 
fruit cake takes ome-half dozen of eggs 
and a pound of butter, it means a con- 
siderable saving. It keeps well, and in no 
respect is it inferior to pound fruit: cake. 
Country housewives are familiar with it, 
and even city housekeepers are not above 
placing it on their tables. ‘The ingre- 
dients are: 


Fat salt porrkk one pound 
Raisins —— one pound 
Currants ........ J cne pound 
Citroen one-fourth pound 
Hot water 3 one cup 
Dark-brown sugar ... one pound 

8 „ „4 SOC OS one cup 
Soda ..... one teaspoonful 


Dissolve soda in a little hot water. Have 
the raisins seeded, currants picked over 
and citron shaved, all being floured well 
to prevent sinking to the bottom. The 
pork must be free of all lean and rind, 
and chopped till fine almost gs lard. 
Add the hot water, then sugar, molasses 
and sifted flour to make a pretty stiff 
dough, three or four cups full. Add fruit 
and any spices desired, teaspoonful of 
mace, cloves and tablespoonful of ginger, 
or nutmeg, ¢loves and cinnamon. The 
soda is added last. Bake slowly, about 
two hours, in a moderate oven. Test with 
a straw. Leave in the pan till thoroughly 
cold, and then wrap up and let lay in a 
cool place for a couple of weeks before 
cutting. 

If beaten well and baked nicely, it is 
not inferior to the richest fruit cake. The 
whole cost for a large cake is not over 
60 cents, while fruit cake with butter and 
eggs comes to about $1.25, and the one 
tastes almost as well as the other.

As many of these students are chosen 
from the cultured and smart sets in va- 
rious cities; this society made up from 
the r@nks of the haut ton. A woman 
surgeon visits each clique of women who

THE BUSINESS OF SOCIETY. 


Modern civilization is many | sided | 
and evolutionary. It has not alone to 
do with matters of culture and refine 


ment, with art and science and liter- 
‘| ary advancement, but 


there is a 
broader and more philanthropic side to 
it which regards also the physical well- 
being of its subjects. An enlightened 
government endeavors to employ all 
such means as are essential to make 
of the children of the republic worthy 
citizens, taking them from the midst 
of evil surroundings and placing them 
where they shall be enveloped by a 
social atmosphere of order and moral: 
ity. This the State owes to cvery 
child upon whom it would confer the 
rights of citizenship and political sov- 
ereiguty. The long slumbering con- 
sciences of the people of our well-to-do 


| classes are gradually being awakened » 


to a realizing sense of the debt which 
they owe to the children of the slums, 
the little sogial outcasts which are 
found in every large city, who open 
their eyes upon an environment of 
filth and poverty and too often of 
crime. In European cities of late, 
great attention has been given to 
these vital matters, and the question 
of how to best house the poor and de- 
pendent classes has becm given due 
prominence. It is a question which 
closely pertains to the public health, 
and statistical demonstrations leave 
no doubt of the fact that the death 
rate among families living in the eloso 
quarters of tenement houses is vastly 
larger than the average death rate for 
the community at large. 

There is no question of such vital 
importance appealing to the philan- 
thropy of today, as this question of 
housing this lower strata of humanity 
which is to be found in every great 
city, living in disregard of all sanitary 
laws, and, in many instances, of all 
laws of decency and morality. Out of 
the cellars and underground apart- 
ments, from the overcrowded rooms of 
dilapidated and filthy tenements, 
where men and women herd together 
like cattle, come many of the evils 
which affect the industrial, social and 
moral conditions of the poor of a 
city’s population. In many foreign 
cities we learn that stringent regula- 
tions have been adopted looking to the 


would have been not merely to have.] prevention of all construction in the 


future of. houses built in violation of 
all sanitary law, and arranged for 
the purpose of housing men ‘under 
conditions such as the wise farmer 
would not permit for his cattle. House 
to house inspection has been estab- 
lished in many of the old world cities 
to enforce the rules against overcrowd- 
ing and other ills which exist, and 


| which are detrimental to health. And 


in addition to this the authorities have 
gone so far in these miserable alley- 
ways, where the life-giving sunshine 
has been found largely excluded, as 
to destroy extended areas of slum 
property, in order to extirpate these 
narrow, lane-like streets where filth 
accumulates and disease germs are 
propagated and little children die 
daily for want of pure air and sun- 
shine. As says a recent writer in the 
Review of Reviews, “It is the plain 
business of the community to take 
scientific hold of the slums precisely 
as a farmer would proceed to drain 
and reclaim a swamp. It is the busi- 
ness of society to see that the streets 


| are wide enough to let in air and sun- 


shine,and that no houses or rooms 
shall be used for human habitations 
into which air and light do not amply 
penetrate. It is the business of the 
‘community to see that the best of, 
schools are provided; that the children 
have some proper physical culture and 
manual training as well as mental and 
moral instruction; that playgrounds 
are provided; that criminal influences 
are eradicated to the utmost; that 
baths and evening classes, as the aux- 
iliaries of ordinary school facilities 
should be placed where every poor 
child may have access to them, and 
that landlords are compelled to co- 
operate by repairing or destroying 
every dwelling which does not conform 
to a reasonable standard as to its ar- 
rangements and sanitary conditions.” 

These are the demands of our mod- 
ern civilization, the justice of which 
every day sees more fully recognized, 
and when these demands are fully 
answered the world will witness. a 
vast improvement in the social, indus- 
trial and moral condition of the lower 
‘classes. It is in the filthy dens of 
poverty that crime fattens, that men 
become haters of their kind, and dead 
to those better influences which pre- 
vail elsewhere. In the underground 
collar where drunkenness jostles so- 
briety and hunger feeds on curses and 
blasphemy, and little children walk 
side by side with lust and infamy in 
the dim light where the sunshine is 
forever excluded, and the pure air of 
heaven can never enter, how can we 
hope to find the necessary elements 
for good citizenship? The civilization 
of today is beginning to realize that 
it canmot be found there, and that it 
is the business of society to regenerate 
the slums, and to provide for the chil- 
dren who are born Amid their evil in- 
fluences.

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NAPOLEON’S ONLY SON 


[From a Special Contributor.1 

The son of Napoleon I, Francis Charles 
Joseph Napoleon Bonaparte, King of Rome, 
Duke of Reichstadt, Prince of Parma, was 
ushered into the world with a pomp, rap- 
turous acclaim and eulogy that told of 
his precious dignity and importance. It 
was nearly at the cost of her own life 
that the Empress Maria Louise presented 
Napoleon with this eagerly-desired heir. 
Never has there been more forcible exem- 
plification of the truth that man pro- 
poses, God disposes,’ than in the destiny 
of her child. : 

At the infant's first wailing cry, his 
exultant sire saluted the pink morsel of 
imperial humanity as King of Rome, and 
bestowed upon the puling babe the great 
eagle of the Legion of Honor, the grand 
eross of the Iron Crown, and the order of 
the Golden Fleece. When the baby was 
baptized in the Cathedral of Notre Dame 
by Cardinal Fesch, an Archduke of Austria

ror Francis: Grandpapa, isn’t {ft true 
that when I was in Paris, I had pages?“ 
“Yes.” “And isn’t it true that I am called 
King of Rome?“ when you are older, 
I can explain it better,“ replied the Em- 
peror. I am Emperor of Austria, as you 


Know. But I am also King of Jerusalem, 


although I haven’t any power over Jeru- 
salem.” | 
Tho little chap remembered the children 
who had surrounded him at the Tuileries 
and at Ramboulllet, and be probably 
wanted playmates at Schronbrunn. If be 
were King of Rome, he didn’t see why 
he couldn't have them. In 1817, Maria 
Louisa went to her Duchy of Parma, leav- 
ing the little six-year-old Francis Napoleon 
in the care of his grandfather. The Em- 
peror lovéd the child in his way. In 
form he gave him the sort of training 
the imperial princes received. As soon 
as the boy got old enough he had one 
distinguished professor to teach him an- 
cient languages, another to teach him phi- 
lology, another to drive philosophy, nat- 
ural law. politeness and economics iiito 
his poor head. Maj. Weiss instructed this 
little recluse in the palace of Schonbrunn 
in fortifications! And he had to pass exazm- 
inations before the imperial family. He is 
said to have passed them fairly well. When 
he was 16, Prince Diestrichstein gravely 
taught him what bis father, Napoleon, had 
done in the way of history. 
On July 22, 1818, when he was 7 years 
old, the grandfather made him Duke of 
Reichstadt. It was on this same date, July 
22, that he learned of his father’s death, 
and also on the same date that he breathed 
his 1 The child had some enthusiasm, 
but was passionate and distrustful and 
quick .to form estimates of character.

They decided to 
take him to Italy. But it was too late. 
So ‘his mother came to Shonbrunn one 
June evening, and the sight of her en-

his pains returned. The night of July 
21, one of his attendants, Baron Moll, 
stayed up with him, he was so ill. Reich- 
stadt suddenly sat up in bed, and, with 
an accent of despair, gave utterance to 
the touching exclamation: Iche gehe un- 
ter, Meine mutter! Meine mutter!“ that 
is, “I. give it up. Oh, mother, mother. 
He fell into convulsions, and at 5 o’clock 
the son of Napoleon had breathed the 
last of the many melancholy sighs which 
had escaped from him in his short but 
weary life. 

He died in the room in which his father 
had dictated the peace of Austria. They 
gave him a magnificent funeral. His 
heart, poor broken heart! was deposited 
in the great cathedral in Vienna and his

Augustins. 

The son whom Napoleon so lovéd and 
on whom he based so many hopes not only 
failed to realize any, of them but even 
in. his physical appearance instead of re- 
producing the dark [:alian features of his 
father, he exhibited the blonde coloring 
of his mother.

In 
this connection there is a pathos in re- 
calling that Napoleon, dying at Longwood, 
had told them to perform an autopsy on 
him after death, and ordered that a com- 
plete diagnosis of the condition of his 
stomach should be sent to his son, so that 
if this hereditary ailment should seize 


him, he might have this assistance toward 


combating it. Pathetic, too, was Napol- 
eon’s exhortations to his son to complete 
the work he had began, and his advice 
to him shbuld he be restored to imperial 
power to marry into the family of the 
Russian Czar, because of the strength 
such. an alliance conferred. Pathetic, too, 


‘those last words of the imperial father 


about his son: “But all you can say to 
him or all that he learns will be of little 
use to him if he has not in the depth of 
his heart that love of good which can alone 
things. I will hope, however, 
de worthy of his destiny. 
Happily Napoleon died without knowing 
what that destiny was to be.

Those prairies so bright and 
beautiful in the summer that you seem 
adrjft on a flowery sea, under skies of per- 
petual blue—those wide wastes when the 
norther was abroad in his wrath, were as 
pitiless and destructive as the ‘Northern 
ocean. Nothing lived there unroused—all 
was at the mercy of the north wind, whom 
only the great Lord Sun could tame.

THE JAMUL RANCH. 


THE SALE CONFIRMED BY THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


The Transaction was Regular in 
Every Respect, and in Conse- 
- quence There is no Flaw 
in the Title. 
The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment and order of the Superior Court 


of San Diego county, in the case of Eliza- 
beth Lull Cochrane et al. (appellants) vs. 


| Henry H. Burton, administrator, et al. (re- 


spondents,) an opinion to that effect hav- 
ing been received yesterday for filing in 
this city. 

The opinion reads as follows: This is 
an appeal from an order of the Su- 
perior Court of San Diego county, made 
and entered on March 22, 1894, confirming 
the sale of the Rancho Jamul, made by 
the respondent, Henry H. Burton, as ad- 


ministrator of the estate of Henry 8. Bur- 


ton, deceased, to the respondent, J. Wade 
McDonald, on February 24, 1894. The ob- 
jections to the confirmation of the sale 
were made by the heirs of deceased, and 
they now prosecute this appeal. For a 
reversal of the judgment they rely upon 
the claim that the sum bid, and for which 
the sale was made and affirmed, was dis- 


proportionate to the value of the land sold. 


Upon the hearing of the application 
for confirmation and the objections thereto, 
the court took testimony, and made find- 
ings of fact to the following effect: 

‘‘First—That after due notice given said 
property was sold at public auction at the 
courthouse door, in the city of San Diego, 
for the sum of „000. 

„Second— That said sale was, in all re- 
spects, fairly and legally conducted and 
made, and that said sum bid was not dis- 


proportionate to the value of the property. 


‘“‘Third—That no sum exceeding such bid 
10 per cent., or exceeding said bid in any 
amount whatsoever, can be obtained if a 
new sale was had, and no offer of any 
kind in excess of the aforesaid bid has 
been made to the court. 

Fourth— That prior to said sale, and at 
the time thereof, the said objectors to the 
confirmation of said sale had by the com- 
mencement of certain litigation in respect 
of said property, and the previous orders 
of this court with reference thereto, and 
which litigation is still pending and unde- 
termined, and by public threats of further 
litigation, and notification publicly made 
at the time and place said sale, that 
any purchaser of said d at the same 
time would ‘purchase a lawsuit,’ and 
other declarations of like character and 
effect, created such a feeling of distrust 
and uncertainty as to the title that any 
purchaser of said property at said sale 
should or might acquire thereto by vir-

The debts of the estate must be paid, and 
theré does not appear, sither by the rec- 
ord, or by appellants’ brief, to be even a 
Pp of securing a more advantageous 
offer if a new sale were ordered. The sale 
was legally made; it was a public sale; no 
increased offer was subsequently made to 
the court, prior to confirmation; and it was 
the full ‘market value of the property. 
Upon such a state of facts there was but 
one thing for the court to do, and that was 
to confirm the sale. 

‘In finding No. 4 the court declares 
that, if it had not been for certain things, 
the ‘market value of the property would 
have been $80,000. This finding is in no 
sense a statement that the market value 
was at the time of the sale, $80,000. It is 
no finding of value at all. The court mdy 
as well have said that, if the tract was 
highly cultivated, its market value would 
be $80,000; or, if land in San Diego county 
was selling at the boom prices of a few 
years ago, the market value of this prop- 
erty would be $80,000. The reasons for the 
depreciation in the market value, or for 
the present market value, in no way con- 
trol a court in its judgment as to 
whether or not a sale should be made. 
The reasons for the present market value 
whether they be 
good or bad. It is the fact with which the 
administrator and court: had to deal, and 

reasons for the existence of the fact 
were matters of minor importance hardly 
incidental to the investigation going on. 

In conclusion, it is sufficient to say that 
this finding of a conditional fact is not 
equivalent. to a statement of the present 
value of the and, ard the present value 
of the land is the important and con- 
trolling element of the case.

‘Bulky Food 

(A. G. C., in American Agriculturist:) 
Twenty years ago, Joseph Harris stated 
to me that in feeding pigs he could do 
better with three bushels of corn, and one 
bushel of potatoes, than with four bushels 
of corn.“ I know this to be true from 
experience, and state the fact to show that 
we cannot take the chemical food value 
of a grain or vegetable as a strict guide 
in practice. The potato, for example, has 
a very poor food value chemically com- 
pared with corn or wheat, yet practically 
it is worth more than a bushel of corn 
as stated above. In 1865 I fed hogs on 
wheat with unsatisfactory results. The 
t cost me 37%c per bushel, while corn 

was $1. A large per cent. of the wheat 
kernels was undigested. If the grain was 
boiled the hog would not eat enough to 
maké any gain. In fact, efter two or 
three days they would refuse it entirely. 
Soaking in cold water, and allowing it to 
stand until fegmentation set in was the 
only way I could prepare it so they would 
consume enough to make any gain. If the 
wheat is crushed and fed as slop it is a 
profitable ration. It must be remembered 
that bulks plays a very important part in 
a profitable hog food. The pig's stomach 
must be distended. Grass-fed hogs do 
better than those ke in pens, for the 
reason they have larger stomachs. Until 
experiment stations recognize these facts
